Claims , 6-9, 11-12 and new claims 19-21, as drawn to a method for inhibiting and/or 
delaying carbamylation of a peptide in a urea or cyanate solution, using the specific 
compounds tested, namely glycinamide, histidine, 4-hydroxyl praline, Gly-Gly, and Gly- 
His, were not reasonably taught or suggested by the prior art of record. Namely, Barri et 
al. is the closest' prior art, but is not drawn to the use of nay of these compounds."
